The  Bible  It  full  ot  the  deecrlptton  ot  heroes.  Di¬ 
vine  Inspiration  seems  to  d*llght  In  giving  the 
history  of  how  God's  people  met  and  overcome  the 
difficulties  set  up  by  sin.  Noah  faced  a  world  calam¬ 
ity  and  conquered  for  fclmsel?  and  family  in  suc- 
remllng  generations. 

Abraham  started  and  ended  his  great  mission¬ 
ary  career  with  difficulties  and  everywhere  faced 
them  in  the  strength  of  God.  So  It  was  with  Isaac 
and  Jacob.  Moe*s  wonderful  career  was  made  up  of 
hardships  and  difficulties  and  boatless  seas,  barren 
deserts,  multiplied  armies  of  enemies,  starvation 
and  famine  seem*d  not  to  have  deterred  him  from 
his  main  objective  In  doing  the  will  and  work 
of  God. 

Daniel,  the  Hebrew  children,  Elijah  Elisha,  Sam¬ 
uel,  David  and  a  host  of  Old  Testament  heroes 
faced  and  met  and  conquered  through  the  power  o 
God  innumerable  difficulties. 

When  we  com*  to  the  New  Testament  workers, 
we  find  all  Sorts  of  barriers,  deprivation*,  hardships 
and  difficult  situations  that  the  heroes  of  jChrlst's 
cause  faced  and  conquered.  The  fact  Is  that  prog¬ 
ress  everywhere  for  Christ's  cause  has  been  barred 
and  blocked  by  hardships  and  difficulties.  It  has 
never  been  On  flowery  beds  of  ease  or  downy  pillows 
and  feather  beds  of  comfort  that  God's  Kingdom 
has  progressed.  It  has  always  taken  heroes  who 
were  willing  to  go  to  Jail  or  across  seas  or  climb 
mountains  or  starve  or  sacrifice  or  pay  the  price 
of  victory  In  some  other  way.  The  Lion's  Den,  the 
Fiery  Furnace,  the  prisons  of  persecution  and  the 
perils  of  all  sorts  of  difficulties  through  all  the 
centuries  have  made  the  heroes  In  Christ's  conquer¬ 
ing  army.  I 

I  remind  tb«  reader  of  these  facts  to  point  a 
pungent,  present  lesson.  I  think  I  hare  never 
known  a  more  serious,  economic  flnainclal  situation 
than  the  whol«  county  faces  now,  especially  the 
south.  Letters  from  Mexico  to  Maryland  and  Mis¬ 
souri  to  Florida  indicate  the  dreadful  economic 
situation. 

I  am  thinking  of  the  Seventy-five  Million  Cam¬ 
paign  pledges  and  their  payment.  In  velw  of  this 
depressed  economic  situation,  what  will  we  do  for 
the  various  pauses  of  our  Master  In  the  immediate 
future.  The  Churches  are  not  sending  in  the  pay¬ 
ments  on  their  pledges.  Everywhere  thore  Is  a  cry 
of  "no  money."  They  say  we  can  neither  sell  what 
we  make  or  borrow  money  from  the  banks. 

ThlB  situation  creates  a  groat  menace  to  the 
rausv  dear  to  our  hearts.  What  will  be  the  solution  T 
What  are  we  to  do?  The  answer  Is  found  In  two 
directions.  The  leaders  of  the  cause  of  Christ  can 
whimper  and  whine  and  surrender  and  say,  "noth¬ 
ing  can  be  done  but  wait  and  suffer  '  This  Is  the 
conclusion  ot  the  pesslmeet  and  will  only  bring 
further  disaster.  Th«  other  course  we  can  take  for 
the  solution  of  this  problem  Is  to  do  what  Daniel 
did  when  he  got  In  th«  Den  of  Lions  and  what  the 
Hebrew  children  did  when  in  the  Fiery  Furnace 
and  what  Elisha  did  at  Dothan,  when  surrendered 
by  the  army  of  the  «nemy.  We  can  trust  Ood,  face 
our  difficulty  with  the  hea;t  of  a  lion,  adopt  the 
sacrlflrlal  spirit  and  refuse  to  be  whipped. 

The  Southern  Baptists  need  now  as  never  bvfore, 
adventurous  courage  end  a  willingness  to  die  If 
need  be  for  the  cans*  of  Jesus  Christ.  There  la  no 
time  and  no  room  for  the  pessimist  preacher  or  the 
whimpering  layman.  We  now  need  h«roes  If  we  are 
to  win  In  the  Fall  cash  round-up.  We  will  need  a 
Daniel  In  every  pulpit  and  a  hero  and  a  heroins  In 
every  pew.  The  bold,  adventurous,  courageous  at¬ 
tack  on  the  very  h*art  of  our  difficulties  alone 
will  bring  us  through  and  save  our  causes.  We 
must  have  millions  by  December  the  1st  or  an  un¬ 
speakable  calamity  will  fall  upon  all  of  our  causes.

The 
change  was;  convenient  and  noted  at  the  time 
when  Sergljt*  Paulue  the  Proconsul  was  con¬ 
vert*  dundei  the  preaching  of  Saul.

The  period  of  the  world's  history  In  which 
we  live  has  been  called  the  "Age  of  Science". 
Science  is  the  moat  conspicuous  word  In  the 
realmof  knowledge  today.  A  distinguished  pro¬ 
fessor  from  (me  of  our  great  universities  recent¬ 
ly  in  a  speech  before  the  Klwanla  Club  of  one 
or  our  great  Southern  cities  declared  that 
"Pcience  was  the  hope  of  our  nation.”  He  was 
speaking  of  physical  science  This,  of  course, 
is  an  evaggeijated  emphasis. 'nevertheless  tne  im¬ 
portance  of  Science  Is  evident.  The  great  word 
In  the  sphere  of  religion  land  by  the  word  re¬ 
ligion  I  mean|  the  Christian  religion  in  Its  eccles¬ 
iastical  aspects),  la  the  term  Baptist.  This  state¬ 
ment  W1U  he  challenged  at  once,  but  the  facts 
are  In  hand  te  prove  It. 

(1).  Democracy  Is  the  greatest  word  In  the 
vocabularr  of  the  modern  political  world.  The 
outstanding  result  of  the  great  war  Is  the  tri¬ 
umph  of  democracy  over  autocracy.  "Jetus

The  war  hjas  demonstrated  aa  never  before 
the  worth  arid  power  of  the  common  man  of 
every  race.  Hie  world  today,  except  for  a  com¬ 
paratively  few  reactionary  and  communistic 
autdrraclea,  a  democratic. 

Lord  Brice  In  hla  great  book  on  "Modern  De¬ 
mocracies"  Isjverv  optimistic  as  to  the  outlook 
for  the  complete  triumph  of  democracy  In  the 
whole  world  He  declare!  that  tha  public  con¬ 
science  la  moije  sensitive  and  that  higher  Ideals 
In  politics  are  everywhere  evident.  Dr  Mullins 
In  his  atory  of  the  King  of  Sweden  says  that  at 
a  meeting  of  tjusinesa  men  In  which  the  king  of 
Sweden  was  apked  to  apeak  this  monarch  said 
facetiously,  "Business  Is  bad.  You  business  men 
are  complaining  of  bad  business,  bnt  the  'king' 
business  Is  In  the  worst  condition  of  any  busi¬ 
ness  with  whldh  I  am  acquainted."

Every  day  English  speak 
ing  people  now  are  familiar  with  the  fhct  that 
the  New  Testament  Greek  word  Is  "edclslu"; 
and  that  this  w*rd  Is  from  two  word*  which 
mean  to  "call  ouj."  It  la  therefore  used  origin- 
ally  of  a  body  of  people  who  have  been  celled 
out.  This  Is  the  beginning  of  the  meaning  of 
the  New  Testament  word  for  church.  A  group 
of  people  was  scoured  by  aoms  one  or  soma  oc¬ 
casion  calling  th*m  out  of  their  homes  or  away 
from  their  occupations  to  give  attention  to  a 
matter  of  common  interest 
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The  ideas  hivolved 

in  the  word  eccliaia.  kept  growing  In 

content  by 

the  purpose  of  dhe  coming  together  or  what 
they  were  in  the  habit  of  doing  after  they  got 
together. 

Thee  can  be  do  doubt  or  question  that  In 
some  places  In  thO  Bible  where  the  word  is  used 
there  is  the  slmpl^  conception  of  a  body  of  peo¬ 
ple  called  out  or  called  to  gether  without  In¬ 
dicating  anything,  of  the  character  of  the  peo¬ 
ple.  the  purpose  of  nature  of  the  assembly  or  its 
permanent  or  temporary  nature.  For  example 
the  company  of  the  Iseralltes  In  the  de*ert  on 
their  way  to  the  promised  land  is  called  the  as¬ 
sembly  or  the  church  (Acts  7:38)  In  the  old 
version,  not  because  it  was  Identic*!  with 
'Christian  Church  or  "fhe  Christian  church," 
but  because  they  Lere  a  body  of  people!  called 
jout  of  their  homqs  in  Egypt,  assembled  at  the 
command  of  Moses  and  kept  together  by  n  com¬ 
mon  life  and  a  opinion  hope  and  purpose.  Tiie 
word  had  little  or  iiothing  of  the  meaning  which 
pflerward  attached  to  the  word  church,  as  ap¬ 
plied  to  a  body  of  Christian  believera.

There  is  scarcely  a  keyword,  that  is  a 
word  on  which  any  great  truth  hangs!  in  the 
New  Testament,  but  has  had  Its  original  mean¬ 
ing  amplified  or  In  some  way  modified  hy  hav¬ 
ing  to  carry  ideas  or  shades  of  mean  Ink  from 
which  It  was  originally  accustomed.  AlT  words 
which  now  express  purely  spiritual  or  Intellec¬ 
tual  conceptions  were  originally  employed  to 
•et  forth  physical  facta  and  material  conditions. 
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God  revealing  Chrlet  to  them  and  have  respon¬ 
ded  to  It  with  their  whole  hearted  confession  of 
slleglanre  to  Jesus  as  the  Christ,  people  to  whom 
the  Lord  hss  been  divinely  revealed  and  who 
are  not  afraid  to  announce  the  finality  of  their 
ronvlctlon,  who  therefore  have  a  common  faith 
and  life  .who  ran  be  and  are  grouped  and  un¬ 
ited  hy  this  faith  Into  one  body,  wblcb  Is  self 
pepetuatlng  and  self  propagating  and  Indes¬ 
tructible.

That  would 
be  negative  If  that  were  all  It  would  not 
be  true.  It  cannot  be  true  without  what  fol¬ 
lows.  So  Jesus  puts  a  commission  In  their 
hands:  “I  give  unto  thee  the  keys  of  the  king¬ 
dom  of  heaven.  Whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind 
on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven.”  The  per¬ 
petuation  Of  a  church  Is  useless  and  Impracti¬ 
cable  without  a  commission.  The  gates  of  hell 
will  prevail  againat  a  church  that  Is  not  busy 
with  Its  commission,  with  the  keys  which  loose 
men  from  the  bondage  of  sin  and  bind  them  In 
love  to  the  obedience  of  Christ. 

A  church  Is  not  simply  an  assembly;  It  la  not 
simply  a  body  of  baptised  believers  called  out 
from  the  world.  They  are  called  together  for 
s  purpose  and  given  a  definite  task  and  com¬ 
mission  This  commission  Is  the  reason  for 
their  existence.  Any  church  will  die  that  does 
not  fulfill  M  We  are  not  merely  an  assembly 
of  saved  and  baptised  people  met  for  worship 
and  to  hear  the  word  of  Ood.  We  are  associated 
together  to  carry  on  hts  work  of  ministering  to 
a  lost  and  needy  world.

A  Baptial  Church  held  together  only  by  Chrlat- 
lan  love  and  directed  br  divine  wladom,  pre¬ 
aided  over  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  la  the  moat  acrlp- 
tural  Illustration  of  Ood'a  church  on  earth.  On 
the  other  hand,  a  Baptlat  church  lacking  In  cul¬ 
ture  and  conaecratlon  and  loyalty,  abusing  its 
conscious  power  of  liberty  and  Individual  self- 
aaaertlon.  becomes  a  veritable  mob  defeating 
the  principles  upon  which  it  Is  i.  i  tided  and 
bringing  reproach  upon  the  holy  cause  which 
It  Is  supposed  to  advance  and  shame  upon  the 
great  denomination  of  whdh  It  la  a  part. 

IV.  It  Is  Sociological.  The  logical  sequence 
of  the  psychological,  theogogical  empnasis 
gives  the  fullest  liberty  and  at  the  same  time  tm 
poses  the  gravest  duty  In  all  sociological  devel¬ 
opment. 

1.  In  Organisation.  Why  do  we  organise? 
Organisation  Is  a  privilege  and  a  duty  In  order 
to  express  our  convictions  and  further  the  In¬ 
terests  of  the  Master's  Kingdom  throughout  the 
earth.  Unhampered  by  any  external  authority, 
a  Baptist  church  or  a  group  of  Baptist  churches 
ran  organise  in  any  way  which  seems  best  un¬ 
der  the  divine  guidance  for  the  development 
of  the  Christian  life  and  the  expansion  of  the 
kingdom  of  our  Lord.  Hence  our  Baptist  Coun¬ 
cil,  composed  of  the  Churches  of  this  great  and 
growing  community  of  cities  Is  fundamentally 
psychological,  theological  and  ethical,  thorough¬ 
ly  Baptistic.  We  Baptists  can  sing  with  per¬ 
fect  propriety  (and  It  la  no  accident  that  this 
great  hymn  was  composed  by  John  Fawcelte,  a 
Baptist  minister): 

Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds 
Our  hearts  In  Christian  love; 

The  fellowship  of  kindred  minds 
Is  like  to  that  above. 

Before  our  Father's  throne 
We  pour  our  ardent  prarers; 

Our  fears,  our  hopes,  our  alms  are  one 
Our  comforts  and  our  cares. 

We  share  our  mutual  woes. 

Our  mutual  burdens  bear, 

v  And  often  for  each  other  flows 
The  sympathizing  tear. 

Here  Is  the  warrant  for  the  organization  of 
our  great  75  Million  Campaign  This  is  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  what  we  have  a  right  to  do  and  can  do 
and  ought  to  do  under  the  guidance  of  the  di¬ 
vine  Spirit.  In  so  far  as  we  can  for  the  uplift 
of  the  human  race  in  civic  righteousness  and  In 
evangelical  endeavor,  I  believe  In  co-operating 
wlih  all  Christians,  but  never  to  the  sacrifice  of 
truth  or  fundmental  principles.  A  writer  In 
the  Atlantic  Monthly  for  August,  1920,  says; 
'Aa  for  the  Inter-Church  World  Move  ....  I  have 
no  doubt  that  It  Is  many  ways  a  good  thing,  and 
all  In  the  Interest  of  efficiency,  but  It  is  a  sign 
l  fancy,  of  the  waning,  rather  than  the  waxing, 
of  religious  zeal.  I  found  myself  the  other  day. 
In  speaking  sympathy  with  that  particular  Bap- 
Itst  church  which  put  Itself  on  record  as  against 
the  I.  C.  W.  M.  Not  that  I  am.  or  ever  should 
be  a  Baptist.  But  It  Is  a  comfort.  In  these  davs 
when  all  churches  are  taking  the  easy  way  of  lat 
Itudlnarlanlsm.  to  find  somebody  that  stands 
stiff-necked  against  the  prevailing  wind:  de¬ 
claring  that  It  Is  more  important  that  religion 
should  be  right  than  that  It  should  be  univer¬ 
sal.  j* 

2.  In  Civil  Liberty  and  Civic  Righteousness 
Consistent  with  our  fundamental  position  It  Is 
no  accident  as  Bancroft  says  of  Roger  Williams 
that  he  was  the  first  In  moderh  Christianity  to 
assert  In  Its  plentltude  the  doctrine  of  the  lib¬ 
erty  of  conscience,  the  equality  of  opinions  be¬ 
fore  the  law.

against  i  'hristianlty.”  Sacerdotalism,  formal¬ 
ism.  the  t  nion  of  Church  and  State,  the  venoer  of 
Christian  ty  constituted  the  vaccination  which 
prevented  genunlne  Christianity  from  having 
access  to  the  Individual  and  Influencing  the 
state  so  is  to  have  prevented  this  appalling 
crime  of  the  ages.  Why  do  I  cry  out  for  law 
enforcement  against  Sabbath  desecration?  Why 
do  I  Inveigh  against  governors  who  abuse  the 
pardoning  power?  Why  do  I  criticize  judges,

3.  In  Fvangellsm  by  virtue  of  our  psycholog¬ 
ical  and  thaologlcal  principles  we  are  the  most 
consistently  and  purely  evangelistic  people  In 
Christendom.

todians  and  the  promoters  of  the  evangelistic 
idea  In  a  peculiar  way.  To  win  souls  of  men 
becomes  a  Baptist  Imperative. 

Contending  for  "believer's  baptism"  and  (be 
"Competency  of  the  sosil  under  God.  with  oar 
emphasis  on  individual  responsibility,  we  can 
consistently  and  emphatically  preach  tbe  gospel 
In  Its  simplicity  and  power  as  no  other  body  of 
Christians  In  all  the  world.  • 

That  Spurgeon  and  MacLaren  were  tbe  greet 
eat  preachers  Blnce  Paul,  and  that  Carey  ana  Jad 
son  were  tbe  greatest  modern  missionaries,  in 
deed  the  greatest  In  all  Christian  history,  is  no 
Idle  boast  but  the  logical  providential  outcomt 
of  the  truths  which  produced  and  pushed  those 
men  to  their  positions  lb  Christian  evangelism. 
The  coming  year  can  be.  and  should  be.  because 
of  our  opportunity,  as  an  expression  of  our  grat 
itude,  and  aa  an  evidence  of  our  consistency  in 
In  line  with  our  heroic  snd  glorious  history.

There  Is  an  account  of  the  battle  of  Redan.  In 
the  Franco-Prusalan  Wat,  which  describes  the 
tremendous  energy  and  determination  with 
which  the  Germans  attacked  a  French  poertloa 
upon  which  depended  the  fate  of  the  day.  Regi¬ 
ment  after  regiment,  brigade  after  brigade,  of 
the  best  German  soldiers  advanced  upon  It.  and 
as  fast  as  they  advanced  were  swept  In  the  aw¬ 
ful  fire.  But  still  they  came,  came  In  greeter 
and  greater  force,  came  till  the  whole  country 
seemed  to  be  a  living  mass  of  men  On  they  came 
their  ranks  riddled  with  shot  snd  shell,  whole 
battalions  annihilated,  but  tbe  more  that  were 
killed  the  more  there  were  that  pressed  for¬ 
ward  Over  the  distant  crest  of  the  hill  they 
kept  swarming  and  for  every  thousand  alntn. 
ten  thousand  marched  to  take  their  places;  till 
the  spectacle  became  too  fearful  to  endure  The 
French  began  to  fancy  that  all  tbe  armlet  of 
the  earth  had  combined  to  attack  them;  and 
with  a  sudden  Impulse  and  panic  they  forsook 
their  guns  snd  fled.  The  wsr  was  over  and  the 
victory  was  complete.  The  French  empire  wna 
at  an  end. 

Reinforced  by  the  elguel  triumph  of  demo¬ 
cratic  Idea*,  and  the  march  of  liberty,  together 
with  the  general  advancement  of  all  that  makes 
for  emphasis  on  personal  freedom  and  Individ¬ 
ual  capacity,  together  with  the  general  accept¬ 
ance  among  evangelical  Christians  of  the  truths 
for  which  the  Baptist*  have  fought  and  Buffer¬ 
ed  and  died,  surely  the  Baptists  everywhere  are 
triumphant.  It  remains  for  us,  "turrounded  by 
so  great  s  cloud  of  wltneaeee.”  ta  beer  the  cell 
In  go  up  and  possess  the  land,  for  w#  are  well 
able  to  do  It.  Fittingly  we  may  close  by  quoting 
that  great  hymn,  the  author  of  which  was  a 
Baptist.
